It is found that the present patent application should be rejected 
for the reasons stated below. If the Applicant has any argument 
against this Notice, the Applicant may file an argument with the Patent 
Office within sixty (60) days from the date this Notice is mailed. 

Reasons 

[Reason 1] The present invention relating to the following claims of 
the present application should not be granted a patent under the 
provision of Section 29(1 )( iii ) of the Patent Law since it is an invention 
described in the publications listed below which were distributed in 
Japan or other countries prior to the filing of the present application, or 
an invention which became available to the public through 
telecommunication circuits. 
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Note (For the cited documents and others, see the "List of Cited 
Documents.") 

• Claims 1, 2, and 3 

• Cited document 1 

• Remarks 

Cited Document 1 discloses a base material for an adhesive tape 
that blends a polyether ester amide antistatic agent into a polyethylene. 
This base material is a film-shaped material, which is the same as the 
invention according to claims 1, 2, and 3 of the present application. 
(Especially, see Cited Document 1: [Claims], [0020], [0035], and [Table 
3].) 

• Claims 1, 2, and 3 

• Cited documents 2 and 3 

• Remarks 

Cited Document 2 discloses a base material film that blends a 
polyether-based resin (B) as an antistatic agent, into a polyolefin (A). 
(Especially, see Cited Document 2: [Claims], [0008], [0015], [0024], 
[0025], and [Table 1].) 

Cited Document 3 discloses a surface-protection film using a 
base material layer that contains a polyether polyester amide as an 
antistatic agent in a synthetic resin, such as a polyethylene. 
(Especially, see Cited Document 3: [Claims], [0013], [0016], [0021], and 
[Table 1].) 

The base films of Cited Documents 2 and 3 are the same as the 
invention according to claims 1, 2, and 3 of the present application. 
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• Claims 1, 2, and 3 

• Cited document 4 

• Remarks 

Cited Document 4 discloses a laminating tape for packing 
materials, which has an adhesives layer that blends a high-polymer-type 
antistatic agent into a base polymer, such as a polyethylene. 
(Especially, see Cited Document 4: [Claims], [0010], [0015], [0023], 
[0024], [0035], [0038], and [Table 1].) 

The adhesive layer of Cited Document 4 is a film-shaped layer, 
which is the same as the invention according to claims 1 , 2, and 3 of the 
present application. 

[Reason 2] The present invention relating to the following claims of 
the present application should not be granted a patent under the 
provision of Section 29(2) of the Patent Law since it could have easily 
been made by persons who have common knowledge in the technical 
field to which the invention pertains, based on the inventions described 
in the publications listed below which were distributed in Japan or other 
countries prior to the filing of the present application, or the inventions 
which became available to the public through telecommunication 
circuits.

Documents.") 

• Claims 4-11 

• Cited documents 4, 5, and 6 

• Remarks 
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Cited Document 4 does not disclose a "foam sheet." 

However, Cited Documents 5 and 6 disclose that a 
polyolefin-based resin sheet used for antistatic packing materials is a 
foam sheet. (Especially, see Cited Document 5: [Claims], [0006], 
[0015], [0016], and [0029], and Cited Document 6: Claims, from the 
lower right-hand column on page 1 to the upper right-hand column on 
page 2, lines 13-20 in the upper left-hand column on page 3, and Table I 
on page 4.) 

Accordingly, a person skilled in the art could have easily included 
a foam layer in the laminating tape of Cited Document 4. 

[Reason 3] The invention in the following claims of the present 
application should not be granted a patent under the provision of 
Section 29 bis of the Patent Law since: it is identical to the invention (or 
device) described in the specification or drawings originally attached to 
the request of the application for patent (or utility model registration) 
listed below, which was filed prior to the filing date of the present 
application and was published (as a patent publication or utility model 
publication) or laid-open after the filing of the present application; the 
inventor of the present application is not identical to the inventor who 
made the aforementioned invention (or device); the applicant of the 
present application is also not identical to the applicant of the 
application for the aforementioned patent (or utility model registration) 
at the time of filing of the present application.

• Claims 1-11 

• Application 7 (Priority date: August 24, 2001) 
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• Remarks 

The specification of Patent Application 7 as filed (Cited 
Document 7) discloses that a polyolefin-based resin laminating foam, 
blending a polymer type antistatic agent, has a sheet shape, which is 
the same as the invention according to claims 1-11 of the present 
application. (Especially, see Cited Document 7: [Claims], [0015], 
[0048], [0101], and [Table 1].) 

• Claims 1-3 

• Applications 8 and 9 

• Remarks 

Patent Applications 8 and 9 (Cited Documents 8 and 9) discloses 
that a polyolefin-based resin for making an antistatic tier sheet may be a 
polyethylene resin. Moreover, a copolymerization resin that is added 
to the polyolefin-based resin works as an antistatic agent. Accordingly, 
this antistatic tier sheet is the same as the invention according to claims 
1-3 of the present application. (Especially, see Cited Document 8: 
[Claims], [0019], [0021], [0026], and [Table 1], and Cited Document 9: 
[Claims], [0014], [0016], [0021], and [Table 1].)
